Dottie Sandusky Takes the Stand 


Wife says she didn’t 
see, hear any abuse 
of boys by husband 

Bellefonte, Pa.

Jerry Sandusky’s wife testified 
Tuesday that she remembers most 
of the men who told a jury that her 
husband sexually abused them, but 
she said he never had inappropriate 
contact with them as boys. 

Dottie Sandusky also said that 
the basement where the boys would 
stay wasn’t soundproof, a statement 
that contradicted one man’s testi- 
mony that he screamed during an 
assault but couldn’t be heard. 

Defense lawyers called the for- 
mer Penn State assistant football 
coach’s wife to the witness stand 
Tuesday after they went after two 
investigators, suggesting that police 
shared details among accusers and 
planted the seeds of the alleged vic- 
tims’ evolving accounts of abuse. 

Sandusky is charged with 51 
criminal counts related to 10 alleged 
victims over a 15-year span. He’s 
accused of engaging in illegal sex- 
ual contact ranging from fondling

to forced oral and anal sex. 

Dottie Sandusky has stood by her 
husband, posting his bail, accom- 
panying him to court proceedings 
and issuing a statement in Decem- 
ber that proclaimed his innocence 
and said that accusers were making 
up their stories. She is not charged 
in the case. 

In her testimony she said she 
knew several of the accusers, some 


well. Some of them, she said, were 
“clingy” around her husband while 
another was “charming.” Near- 
ly all would stay overnight in the 
Sandusky home and her husband 
“would tell them good night.” 

One witness testified last week 
that he was attacked by Jerry San- 
dusky in the basement of the ex- 
coach’s home and cried out for help 
when Dottie Sandusky was upstairs. 


Jurors at Jerry Sandusky's 
trial on Tuesday heard from psy- 
chologist Elliot Atkins, who said he 
diagnosed Sandusky with histri- 
onic personality disorder. People 
with the disorder often interact with 
others in inappropriately seductive 
ways and don’t feel comfortable un- 
less they’re the center of attention. 

A prosecution psychologist, John 
Sebastian O’Brien II, however, testi- 
fied that Sandusky was a man who 
juggled many tasks at once, some- 
thing not akin to the disorder, (ap) 

She, however, said the basement 
was not soundproof and she would 
have been able to hear shouting if 
she was upstairs. 

Earlier, Sandusky lawyer Joe 
Amendola told reporters to “stay 
tuned” to find out whether Sandusky 
would testify, comparing the case to 
a soap opera. Asked which, Amen- 
dola initially said “General Hospi- 
tal,” then “All My Children.”

Monday after presenting 21 wit- 
nesses.

26M Still Uninsured If Law Passes

Many in U.S. will fall 
through the cracks of 
health care overhaul 

Washington 

One of the biggest misconceptions 
about President Obama’s health 
care overhaul isn’t who the law will 
cover, but rather who it won’t. 

If it survives Supreme Court 
scrutiny, the landmark overhaul 
will expand coverage to about 30 
million uninsured people, accord- 
ing to government figures. But 
an estimated 26 million U.S. res- 
idents will remain without cover- 
age — a population that’s rough- 
ly the size of Texas and includes 
illegal immigrants and those who 
can’t afford to pay out-of-pocket for 
health insurance. 

“Many people think that this 
health care law is going to cover 


everyone, and it’s not,” says Nicole 
Lamoureux, executive director of 
the Alexandria-based National 
Association of Free & Charitable 
Clinics, which represents about 
1,200 clinics nationally. 

To be sure, it’s estimated that 
the Affordable Care Act would 


greatly increase the number of 
insured Americans. The law has a 
provision that requires most Ameri- 
cans to be insured or face a tax pen- 
alty. It also calls for an expansion 
of Medicaid, a government-funded 
program that covers the health care 
costs of low-income and disabled 


Americans. Additionally, starting 
in 2014, there will be tax credits to 
help middle-class Americans buy 
coverage. 

The Supreme Court is expected 
to hand down a decision this month 
on whether to uphold the law com- 
pletely or strike down parts or all of 
it. If it survives, about 93 percent of 
all nonelderly, legal U.S. residents 
will be covered by 2016. That’s up 
from 82 percent this year. 

Still, millions of illegal immi- 
grants won’t qualify for coverage. 
This population will account for

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Officials: U.S., Israel Used 
‘Flame’ Virus to Slow Iran 


Washington 

The United States and Israel jointly 
developed a sophisticated comput- 
er virus nicknamed Flame that col- 
lected critical intelligence in prep- 
aration for cyber-sabotage attacks 
aimed at slowing Iran’s ability to 
develop a nuclear weapon, accord- 
ing to Western officials with knowl- 
edge of the effort. 

The massive piece of malware 
was designed to secretly map Iran’s 
computer networks and moni- 
tor the computers of Iranian offi- 
cials, sending back a steady stream 
of intelligence used to enable an 
ongoing cyberwarfare campaign, 
according to the officials. 

The effort, involving the Nation- 
al Security Agency, the CIA and 
Israel’s military, has included the 
use of destructive software such 
as the so-called Stuxnet virus to 
cause malfunctions in Iran’s nucle- 
ar enrichment equipment. 

The emerging details about 
Flame provide new clues about 
what is believed to be the first sus- 
tained campaign of cyber-sabotage 


Backstory 

News about the Flame virus came 
to light last month after Iran detect- 
ed a series of cyberattacks on its oil 
industry. The disruption was directed 
by Israel in a unilateral operation 
that apparently caught its U.S. part- 
ners off guard. The virus is among 
the most sophisticated and subver- 
sive pieces of malware exposed to 
date. The program was designed to 
replicate across even highly secure 
networks, then control everyday 
computer functions to send a flow of 
secrets back to its creators, (ap)

Cairo 

Egypt’s Hosni Mubarak was being 
kept alive by life support after he 
was rushed from prison to a mili- 
tary hospital in a rapidly worsening 
condition, officials said, adding a 
new element of uncertainty just as 
a potentially explosive fight opened 
over who will succeed him. Both 
candidates claim to have won last 
weekend’s presidential runoff 

The state news agency MENA 
said Mubarak was “clinically dead” 
when he arrived at the hospital and 
that doctors used a defibrillator. It 
initially said the efforts were not 
successful. He was revived, but then 
reportedly had a stroke. 

The developments add new lay- 
ers to what is threatening to become 
a new chapter of unrest and power 
struggles in Egypt, 16 months after 
Mubarak was ousted. 

The campaign of Mubarak’s 
former prime minister, Ahmed 
Shafiq, said Tuesday he has won 
Egypt’s presidential election, coun-

tering the Muslim Brotherhood’s 
claim of victory for its candidate, 
Mohammed Morsi. 

The official results are expect- 


ed Thursday. No matter who is 
named the victor, his rival is like- 
ly to reject the result. 

The Brotherhood is already 
escalating its challenge against the 
ruling military over the generals’ 
move this week to give themselves 
overwhelming authority over the 
next president. Some 50,000 pro- 
testers, mostly Islamists, massed 
Tuesday in Cairo’s Tahrir Square. 

The health of Mubarak, who is 
serving a life prison sentence, is 


one more thing to stoke the heat. 
His condition took a sharp turn for 
the worse Tuesday, the state news 
agency MENA reported. 

Mubarak’s relocation will likely 
infuriate many, as there is a wide- 
spread suspicion that officials are 
giving him preferential treatment.

right now is dark red cherries. 

The stolen goods are mainly for 
resale: The food ends up in roving

Last year, more than 20,000 
thefts were reported at Spanish 
farms. Officials blame the thefts 
on the economic crisis and say they 
are a big enough problem for the 
patrols, which began last season, 
to stay in force this year. 

It’s hardly an invasion of starv- 
ing unemployed people gorging 
themselves on cherries. But the 
theft is a real problem and reflects 
how harsh times lead ordinary peo- 
ple to crime. 

And there is one intruder farm- 
er Domenec Tugas cannot fight, at 
least not on his own.

Pakistani Court Dismisses PM

Pakistan’s top court dismissed the 
prime minister for contempt on 
Tuesday, ushering in a new round 
of political turmoil in a nation vital 
to American hopes of withdrawing 
from Afghanistan. 

The Supreme Court ruling was 
a major escalation in a long-run- 
ning confrontation between the 
judges and the government, and 
appeared to be a knockout blow 
against Prime Minister Yousuf 
Raza Gilani, effectively dismiss- 
ing his Cabinet as well. 

In the past, Gilani’s Pakistan 
People’s Party, the largest party in 
a fragile ruling coalition, has said 
it would have the numbers in par- 
liament to elect a new premier if 


Gilani was ousted by the court. 

Some suggested that Gilani and 
his boss. President Asif Ali Zardari, 
might try to resist the order. That 
could spark institutional deadlock 
and social unrest, even raising the 
possibility of the army staging a 
coup as it has done three times in 


the country’s past. 

The political chaos comes amid 
a near breakdown in relations 
between the United States and 
Pakistan, whose ties to the Afghan 
Taliban make it important in any 
negotiated settlement in neighbor-

The Blue Crush Is on Its Way 


I left earlier than I usually 
do, anticipating Rush Plus 
headaches, and Blue Line trains 
were a LOT more crowded start- 
ing at Pentagon City. The Blue 
Crush is coming. 

That may be. And it certainly was 
very crowded this morning. Other 
possibilities: Some riders may fig- 
ure out they’re better off switch- 
ing to those Yellow Line trains and 
transferring at L’Enfant Plaza or 
Gallery Place, depending on their 
destinations. Bet some riders are 
trading ideas with their co-work- 
ers right now. Or Blue Line riders 
might learn this new pattern of 
two trains six minutes apart fol- 
lowed by a 12-minute gap, and 
adjust their arrival times at the sta- 
tions. Or Metro could fix the plat- 
form display signs so riders always 
have the information they need to 
make decisions. 


Q lt seems like Rush Plus may 
alleviate the Orange Crush, 
but based on Day 1, is also creat- 
ing a Blue Crush as trains were 
much more crowded. Thoughts? 
That’s possible. But I can’t come to 
that conclusion based on one morn- 
ing. When I look at road projects, 
where change comes more often in 
the D.C. region than on transit, I see 
that even when the finished proj- 
ect is a real improvement, it doesn’t 
show up right away because it takes 
drivers a few weeks to adjust their 
habits to new conditions. It’s pos- 
sible the same could prove true on 
the Blue Line. But for that to hap- 
pen, Metro needs to fix the plat- 
form signs and get more person- 
nel on the Blue Line platforms to 
offer useful information. 

Q Any chance Metro will 
abandon this stupid plan 


and go back to normal? Cr are 
we just stuck with this awful 
mess forever? 

It’s hard to imagine the circum- 
stances under which Metro would 
abandon Rush Plus. There would 
still be the two basic issues: How 
to clear room in the Rosslyn tun- 
nel for the eventual arrival of Sil- 
ver Line trains, and how to add ser- 
vice in the central corridor of D.C. , 
where more people are living and 
working. In any case, Metro certain- 
ly isn’t going to scrap four years of 
planning based on one morning’s 
experience. 

I get on the train at 
Huntington station in the 
morning. I was 15 minutes late 
to work. The train stopped six 
times before it pulled into the 
King Street station. I give Rush 
Plus an “F" for its first morning. 
I’ll tell you one thing I’ve been wor- 
ried about with the new system — 


but have no information on wheth- 
er it was a factor Monday morning: 
Metro controllers should have a 
somewhat easier time with the 
Blue/Orange switch leading into 
Rosslyn. But they may have a more 
difficult time under Rush Plus with 
the Yellow/Green switch leading 
into L’Enfant Plaza, because there 
are now more Yellow Line trains 
going that way. There were some 
of the usual train-delay problems 
this morning, but it’s hard to fig- 
ure whether they account for expe- 
riences on the inbound Yellow and 
Blue trains. 

Q ls it possible that the com- 
plaints thus far were a tad 
overstated? Rush Plus was sup- 
posed to ease congestion on some 
lines, not totally get rid of it. It’s still 
rush hour. Platforms and trains will 
be crowded. I don’t know if Met- 
ro’s information blitz the last few 
weeks led some to have unrealis- 
tic expectations, but let’s be hon- 
est there too — the information 
blitz was the right thing to do. Had 


Metro NOT done it, they would be 
skewered in the Twitterverse just 
as hard. 

Include me in that group. I would 
have stuck it to them if they hadn’t 
done the info blitz, including get- 
ting those new maps on the trains 
in time for people to check them 
out, and including handing out all 
those brochures. But I’ve never, 
ever encountered a transportation 
change — roads or rails — where 
commuters understood exactly 
what they were getting themselves 
into, no matter how extensive the 
advance publicity. Example: The 
Blue Line rider I talked to who 
was heading from King Street to 
Rosslyn knew that the Blue Line 
trains would be spaced 6-6-12. He 
was well-informed and had read 
some of the stories about Rush 
Plus. During our ride, he asked me 
about how many new destinations 
the Blue Line trains have under 
Rush Plus. But Blue Line destina- 
tions haven’t changed. Blue Line is 
still Franconia-Springfield/Largo 
Town Center.

Sex Scandal Stains New Gray Hire 


Head of housing left 
old job amid claims 
of a workplace affair 

Washington 

Michael Kelly’s sudden move from 
the Philadelphia Housing Author- 
ity to the D.C. government comes 
amid allegations of a workplace 
affair. 

WPVI-TV in Philadelphia 
reported Monday that Kelly’s res- 
ignation was related to a “consen- 
sual affair” he’d had with a senior 
aide at the public housing agen- 
cy there. 

The station reported that staff- 
ers under Kelly complained to the 


U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development about the 
affair, particularly that he had 
approved raises for her “despite 
having little or no credentials for 
the post.” 

Kelly is set to take a $60,000 pay 
cut, from $225,000 to $165,000, in 
moving from his Philadelphia job 
to his new D.C. position, as head 
of the Department of Housing and 
Community Development. 

Kelly has not returned calls for 
comment left at the Takoma home 
he owns with his wife. A spokes- 
man for the Philadelphia Hous- 
ing Authority said Tuesday she 
had no way of reaching Kelly, who 
resigned Friday.

not mention any personal issues 
in a statement announcing Kel- 
ly’s hiring Monday. 

But an administration official 
with knowledge of the situation 


but not authorized to speak pub- 
licly said Tuesday that Kelly was 
“upfront” and made Gray aides 
aware of the affair. WPVI report- 
ed that the woman in question 
“suddenly resigned three weeks 
ago and went back to her native 
country.” 

The affair is the most serious 
issue to be raised about a Gray 
appointee since his pick for depu- 
ty chief of staff was forced to with- 
draw last year over concerns about 
her voting record. But Kelly, who 
led the D.C. Housing Authority for 
nine years, maintains a good rep-

The prospect that thousands of 
drones could be patrolling U.S. 
skies by the end of this decade is 
raising the specter of a Big Brother 
government that peers into back- 
yards and bedrooms. 

The worries began mostly on 
the political margins, but there are 
signs that ordinary people are start- 
ing to fret that unmanned aircraft 
could soon be circling overhead. 

Rep. Jeff Landry, a freshman 
Republican from Louisiana, said 
constituents have stopped him 
while shopping at Walmart to talk 
about it. 

“There is a distrust amongst 


the people who have come and dis- 
cussed this issue with me about our 
government,” Landry said. “It’s 
raising an alarm with the Amer- 
ican public.” 

American Civil Liberties Union 
lobbyist Chris Calabrese said that 
when he speaks to audiences about 
privacy issues, drones are what 
“everybody just perks up over.” 

“People are interested in the 
technology, they are interested in 
the implications and they worry 
about being under surveillance 
from the skies,” he said. 

The level of apprehension is 
especially high in the conserva- 
tive blogosphere, where headlines 
blare “30,000 Armed Drones to be 


Used Against Americans.” 

When Virginia Gov. Bob 
McDonnell suggested last month 
that drones be used by police 
domestically since they’ve done 
such a good job on foreign battle- 
fields, the political backlash was 
swift. NetRightDaily complained: 
“This seems like something a fas- 
cist would do. ... McDonnell isn’t 
pro-Big Government, he is pro- 
HUGE Government.” 


There’s concern as well among 
liberal civil-liberties advocates 
that government and private-sec- 
tor drones will be used to gather 
information on Americans with- 
out their knowledge. 

Giving drones greater access to 
U.S. skies moves the nation closer to 
“a surveillance society in which our 
every move is monitored, tracked, 
recorded and scrutinized by the 
authorities,” the ACLU warned in

a December report. 

The anxiety has even spilled 
over into Congress, even though 
earlier this year it ordered the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration to give 
drones greater access to civilian air- 
space by 2015. A bipartisan group 
of lawmakers has discussed legis- 
lation that would broadly address 
the civil-liberty issues raised by 
drones. 

Georgia Rep. Austin Scott and 
Sen. Rand Paul, R-Ky., have intro- 
duced identical bills to prohib- 
it any government agency from 
using a drone to “gather evidence 
or other information pertaining 
to criminal conduct or conduct in 
violation of a regulation” without 
a warrant. 

“I just don’t like the concept 
of drones flying over barbecues 
in New York to see whether you 
have a Big Gulp in your backyard 
or whether you are separating out 
your recyclables according to the 
city mandates,” Paul said, referring 
to a New York City ban on super- 
sized soft drinks. 

He acknowledged that is an 
“extreme example,” but added: 
“They might just say we’d be safer 
from muggings if we had constant 
surveillance crisscrossing the street 
all the time. But then the question 
becomes, what about jaywalk- 
ing? What about eating too many 
doughnuts? What about putting 
mayonnaise on your hamburger? 
Where does it stop?” 

Calabrese said he called Paul’s 
office as soon as he heard about 
the bill. 

“I told them we think they are 
starting from the right place,” he 
said. “You should need some kind 
of basis before you use a drone to

With double-digit picks 
in the NHL Entry Draft, 
Capitals have options 

The Capitals 

The Washington Capitals hold a league- 
high 11 selections heading into Fri- 
day’s NHL Entry Draft at Consol Ener- 
gy Center in Pittsburgh. It is the most 
picks in a single year for the organiza- 
tion since 2004, and the volume pres- 
ents General Manager George McPhee 
with plenty of options. 

While an abundance of prospects 
could help replenish the organization’s 
overall depth, the Capitals have several 
key needs at the NHL level. That may 
lead McPhee to part with some of his 
stockpile of picks in trades to acquire 
players who can help the Capitals win 
in 2012-13. 

Among the items on Washington’s 
wish list this offseason are a playmak- 
ing center to anchor the second line, at 
least one top-six winger who can help 
carry the load offensively and possi- 
bly a top-four defenseman.

with reporters about his plans for 
the draft, but he acknowledged that 
there has already been plenty of dis- 
cussion between the league’s gener- 
al managers. 

“What you find is general managers 
are far more forthcoming [in the offsea- 
son] in terms of talking about what they 
want to do with other clubs,” McPhee 
said. “Guys are much more open about 
what they want to do, to get the mes- 
sage out there to other clubs because 
this is the time to deal.” 

Last summer, there were 18 trades 
involving 28 different players in seven 
days prior to July 1. With a shallow free 
agent pool this year, teams will likely 
turn to trades even more to tinker with 
their lineups. It’s already clear there will 


be a new look in Washington. 

Veteran unrestricted free agents 
Mike Knuble and Jeff Halpern con- 
firmed they won’t be brought back this 
season, and Tomas Vokoun was traded 
to Pittsburgh. Meanwhile, soon-to-be 
free agents Alexander Semin and Den- 
nis Wideman figure to be highly sought 
after on the open market and may sign 
elsewhere. Those departures leave the 
Capitals with plenty of vacancies. 

A consistent second-line center pres- 
ence seems to be a perennial need in 
Washington, or at least it was in each 
of the past three seasons. 

Regardless of how one views the 
Capitals’ depth chart, another top-six 
forward who can provide scoring depth 
is a necessity. 

It remains to be seen whether 
McPhee will jump into the trade mar- 
ket, but if not, he expressed confidence 
in the ability of the Capitals’ scouting 
staff to restock the organization’s cup- 
board. In addition to two first-round 
picks (11th and I6th overall), Washing- 
ton holds picks in the second (54th), 
third (77th), fourth (100th and 107th), 
fifth (137th), sixth (l67th) and sev- 
enth (195th, 197th and 203rd) rounds.

Acquittal could boost 
his chances to make 
it into Hall of Fame

Acquitted in court, Roger Clem- 
ens must wait a half-year before 
finding out whether he cleared 
his name in the minds of Hall of 
Fame voters. 

Standards for conviction are 
clear in court, less so in baseball, 
where Mark McGwire and Rafael 
Palmeiro have been bypassed for 
the Hall thus far despite distin- 
guished careers. 

“I think the voters have already 


spoken, with McGwire and 
Palmeiro. I don’t see him getting 
into the Hall of Fame as a first-year 
eligible,” said ESPN reporter/ana- 
lyst Tim Kurkjian, who plans to 
vote for Clemens. 

Clemens was acquitted Mon- 
day in federal court in Washing- 
ton, D.C., on six counts that he lied 
and obstructed Congress when he 
denied using performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs. 

“I think everybody believes he 
was guilty in some form or fash- 
ion,” said John Harper of the New 
York Daily News, who doesn’t plan 
to vote for Clemens. “I think that’s 
the real issue as far as voters go. I 
know that’s an issue for me.”

Reclusive pop singer 
Fiona Apple continues 
to mystify on her first 
new release in 7 years 

Album Review 

This isn’t the Fiona Apple album 
you’ve been waiting for. 

Sure, it has a characteristically 
wordy title that you won’t be able to 
remember and don’t understand (an 
idler wheel connects things to other 
things but doesn’t do much itself, 
which is a metaphor for Apple’s role 
as a cog in the . . . never mind). And 
true, it has arrived, as Fiona Apple 
albums tend to do, after a leisurely 
seven-year interval.

These 
are acoustic ballads with bared 
teeth, draped over skeleton frames 
of piano and oddball percussion. It’s 
primordial, raw. It gets better every 
time you hear it. 

And yet: The album will go out 
of its way to make you not like it. 
Its melodies will hold you at arm’s 
length. It luxuriates in its disso- 
nance — to a perverse extent. Per- 
fectly promising songs will trail off

into awkwardly syncopated bursts of 
sound, or howls of rage, or uncom- 
fortable refrains. 

It hasn’t always been thus: 
Apple’s past releases, like her last, 
2005’s rollicking and altogeth- 
er remarkable “Extraordinary 
Machine,” have leaned toward stick- 
to-your-ribs, Gilbert and Sullivan- 
esque pop. But “Idler Wheel” is an 
experiment in musical garment- 
rending calculated to expose every 
nerve ending down to gristle and

bone, not to please. 

But here’s the thing: Although 
“Idler Wheel” is Apple’s most sav- 
age album yet, it’s not her unhap - 
piest. It’s almost entirely bereft of 
warmth but not humor. The great 
“Werewolf’ is a jaunty breakup tune 
(“We are like a wishing well and a 
bolt of electricity / We can still sup- 
port each other / All we gotta do is 
avoid each other”) that serves as 
a bridge between the old material 
and the new. 

Every lyric is delivered with 
clockwork precision, even those 
sung through clenched teeth. 
“Hot Knife,” a lust song packaged 
inside a zoot-suit-era melody and 
supplemented by stacked, cre- 
scendoing vocals, ends things on 
an uncharacteristically cheerful 
note. Things never stay that way 
for very long in Apple’s hothouse 
world, but you’ll root for her next

The Windy City offers 
visitors outdoor fun 
with a side of history

It may be known as the Windy City, 
but cash need not go flying from 
your pockets when you visit Chica- 
go. From the shores of Lake Michi- 
gan to the sidewalks along the Mag- 
nificent Mile, you can find outdoor 
family fun along with history and 
culture without spending a cent.

1. The Mile 

A walk along the Magnificent Mile is a 
great way to take in Chicago’s history 
and architecture. Start at the bridge 
over the Chicago River on Michi- 
gan Avenue and walk 13 blocks 
north to Oak Street. Check out 
the historic bridge towers and 
two of Chicago's nnost fannous 
skyscrapers, the Wrigley Build- 
ing and Tribune Tower. Dozens of 
stones fronn around the world are 
ennbedded in the Tribune Tower, from 
places ranging from the Alamo to 
Egypt’s Great Pyramid. 


Looking to swim, bicycle, run, rollerblade, play volleyball or go sailing? Head 
to Chicago’s Lake Michigan shoreline. The Chicago Park District maintains 
26 miles of lakefront property. Beaches are free, open late May to early 

September. Among the most popular of Chicago’s nearly two dozen 
beaches are Oak Street Beach and Ohio Street Beach near 
downtown. Ten harbors also dot the Lake Michigan coast in 
Chicago with accommodations for about 6,000 boats. Cy- 
clists, runners and rollerbladers will appreciate the Lake- 
front Trail, which runs paved for 18 miles from Hollywood 
Avenue on the North Side to 71st Street on the South Side. 


4. The Parks 

Chicagoans consider Grant Park 
and Millennium Park the city’s 
front yard. Grant Park is home 
to the iconic Buckingham Foun- 
tain and hosts summerfood and 
music festivals.
